Concern that $18,000 still is 
owed the Venice school district 
by the U. S. Department of La- 
bor and the state for operation 
of the Work Incentive instruc- 
tion program (WIN) at the Ven 
ice- Lincoln Technical Center 
was voiced by Venice school 
board members . Monday eve: 
ning. 

They approved # $9042 month- 
ly bili list submitted by the vo- 
cational center’s administrato! 
but stipulated that payments be 
delayed until funds are released 
by the state. 

Venice Supt. John 0. Pier said 
the allotment due the district is 
for a period beginning last July. 
A $10,860 check for claims filed 
between February and July 1969 
was received by the district in 
December. 

Under contractual agreement, 
monthly expenses at the center 
are paid by the school district 
prior to reimbursement by fed- 
eral and state agencies. 

Conflict Between Agencies 

A one-month or two-month de 
lay in settling claims is not un- 
usual, Supt. Pier explained. He 
cited'as the probable cause of 
delay a recurring conflict be- 
tween Labor Department and 
Public Aid officials.

On Extra Jobs by 
City Employees 


Granite City council members 
indicated Monday night they 
have not yet decided if regu- 
lar city employees can hold out- 
side jobs—part-time, temporary 
or permanent. 

However, an ordinance to 
give department heads authori- 
ty to grant permission for out- 
side employment was placed on 
first reading with only three 
dissenting votes. They were by 
Whitmer, Parmley and Jarrett. 

Councilmen debated a sugges- 
tion by Mayor Partney that the 
council shoulder the responsi- 
bility rather than the depart- 
ment heads, but the ordinance 
was not changed for first read- 
ing. 

Whitmer recommended “one 
hard fast rule—either you can 
or can't hold any outside job 
instead of putting the depart- 
ment heads on the spot.” Pou- 
los argued the department 
heads were paid to shoulder 
such responsibility. 

Basarich was against any 
outside job, while Green said 
extra work ‘should be permitted 
as long as the individual was 
efficient on the city job. 

Dallas noted that any deci- 
sions by the department heads 
could cause dissention in the 
departments. He added that he 
believed extra work should be 
permitted. “With the danger- 
ous occupations of police and 
firemen, I definitely feel they 
are underpaid.”” 

Nonn pointed out most city 
employees were given $75 
monthly increases last year, 
and “we're giving them a liv- 
ing wage.” He added that he 
saw no problems with such jobs 
as directing traffic at banks 
or handling crowds at athletic 
events, but that he has heard 
of objections to employees hold- 
ing extra jobs in offices 

Another debate on the issue 
is expected at next weel 
council session.

Reassured that those tutoring 
the children are junior and sen- 
ior students from SIU-SW, as- 
sisted by three Venice high 
school seniors who live nearby, 
Mrs, Thornton then asked what 
criteria is used to select the 
children taking part. 

Assistant Supt. | Robert N. 
Vickers explained that partici- 
pating youngsters ate not neces- 
sarily “slow learn¢rs, Several 
have good potential which can 
be aided by personal tutoring 
on an individual bagis,"’ he said, 

Mrs. Georgia Falwell, ele- 
mentary counselor at the Venice 
schools, is working with the 
county EOC and SIU-SW faculty 
to present the program, Vickers 
noted.

Ban on Special Services by Cities 
Causes Waste, Duplicate Staffs 


By MICHAEL J, HOWLETT 
Ilinois State Auditor of Public Accounts 


Through the Illinois. Constitu- 
tional Convention, the restric- 
tions on local governments 
should be relaxed to give them 
broader powers and flexibility. 

They should be free to tax, 
borrow money and consolidate 
their functions so that we can 
have fewer, better and more 
efficient governments at the lo- 


cal level. 

My recommendation to 
strengthen local governments 
and help them consolidate is 
confirmed by my experience in 
enforcing the Municipal Audit, 
County Audit and — Public 
Moneys Accounting laws. 

This legislation requires the 
local governments involved to 
be audited periodidally and 
submit audit reports to my 
office. 

All local governments in Tlli- 
nais are now covered by some 
type of mandatory a¢countabil- 
ity legislation. All réport their 
financial statements to me ex- 
cept school districts, which re- 
port to State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Ray Page: 

There are 6453 local govern- 
ments in Illinois, more than 
any other state in the union. 
School districts have been con- 
solidating over the years, but 
there were 1350 of them in the 
1967 federal census. 

There are 1432 townships 
in Ilinois, a figure that 
has remained constant, al- 
though township govern- 
ment is diminishing and 
may be gradually phased 
out. 


The township justices of 
the peace and constables 
were eliminated ‘by the 
Judicial Amendment, and 
there are proposals for 
transferring re maining 
township functions of poor 
relief, tax assessment and 
rural road maintenance to 
other local governments. 
Special districts are steadily 
increasing. There aré 2313 as 
of the 1967 census, more than 
in any other state. 

This growth is encou 
the constitutional limitation of 
a local government's bonding 
pewer to 5% of assessed valua- 
lion of property. 

If people of a, village 
have exhausted the village 
bonding power and want to 
start up a new street- 
lighting service, a park, a@

This leads to overlapping 
of authority, duplication of 
manpower and waste. This 
could be avoided if munici- 
palities had authority to 
finance whatever special 
programs they find they 
need. 

Local governments now have 
no powers at all except what 
the state gives them. 

If they need something they 
don’t already have, they have 
lo ask the legislature for it. 

We ought to give them 
constitutionally what pow- 
ers they need to plan and 
execute what programs 
they want, and what taxing 
and borrowing powers they 
need to pay for the pro- 
grams, subject to legisla- 
tive review and restriction 
against abuse. 

When the 1870 Constitu- 
tion was written, we were 
a rural people. 

Today, four out of five of 
us live in urban and subur- 
ban areas, with a multitude 
of new problems of trans- 
portation, housing, drain- 
age, water supply, street 
lighting, public health, 
mental health — problems 
our ancestors 100 years ago 
knew little about. 

Now that we have these 
problems, local governments 
shouldn't have to go to the leg- 
islature for permission to make 
every little move that is not 
already provided for by statute 

They should have authority 
to solve their own problems, 
enough authority to govern 
That's what a government is 
for. 

What T’'ve said about local 
governments is also true about 
the state government. The Con- 
stitution should be flexible, 
rather than restrictive 

It should not bind the Gen- 
eral Assembly, or the local gov- 
ernmenis, with restrictions that 
might prove unworkable or un- 
reasonable in future years, We 
don't want to pick up’ the worst 
defect of the old Constitution 

. its rigidity. 

We need progressive, flexible 
law for a progressive, mobile, 
forward-moving people in the 
best state in the union — the 
best place in the world in 
which to live and raise a 
family. 


Attach W-2 Forms to Tax Return 


(internal Revenue Service) 


Q. I keep a record of my 
earnings and withholdings 
for the year and am all set 
to file my return. Do I have 
to wait until [get my W-2? 

A. Yes, one copy of all W-2's 
must be attached to your tax 
return when you send it in 
Processing of the retums and 
refunds are delayed if this is 
not done 

You should receive your W-2 
no later than Feb, 2 

Note that this year, the W-2 
should be stapled to the back 
of Form 1040 rather than the 
front, 

Q. Is there any change in 
who has to file a return for 
1969? 

A. Filing requirements for 
1969 Federal income tax re 
turns are unchanged from last 
year. 

“To summarize them, a return 
must be filed by every person 
under 65 who had pross income 
of $600 or more for the year.
